An- | 
other national auto is the Isetta- 
Romi, a small two- to three-pas- 
senger car known in the United 
States by the same name and also 
as the BMW, which is imported 
from Germany. 





Acting Group

cle have already been approved | 
by the Executive Group of the 
Automobile Industry, GEIA, and 
duplicate an imported model | 
which the President of the Repub- 
lic has already seen and praised. 

The streamlined car will have 
four doors, front wheel drive, a 
three-cylinder, two-phase, 41ihp 
motor in which oil is mixed with 
the gasoline. Vehicle weight is 
930 kilos; maximum speed, 115 
kmh. The gear shift lever is 
mounted on the steering shaft. 
There are four speeds ahead and 
reverse.

Comes to a Close 





Brazil possesses growth factors 
in her population which are 
among the foremost in the world, 
according to demographic statis- 
ticians in the Brazilian Institute 
of Geography and Statistics. In- 
creasing at the rate of one and a 
half million persons annually, the 
nation now has a population of 
over 61,000,000. 


Rate of Growth 

The date given by the Institute 
when this figure was reached is 
February 13. Before the end of 
the current year, Brazil will have 
a population of more than 62,000,- 
000. These estimates are based on 
the rate of growth which took 
place between 1940 and 1950. In 
terms of world population, Brazil 
is now seventh largest. 

Brazil’s Cities 

According to the same source. 
the population of Sao Paulo, on 
January 1, 1957, was 3,069,626 
persons, making it the country’s 
largest city. Rio was second with 
2,895,777 persons. Recife, State 
of Pernambuco, is third with 
691,000, Salvador, Bahia, fourth 
| with 523,000, and Porto Alegre, 
|Rio Grande do Sul, fifth with 
504,000. 
| Major shifts in the line-up of 
cities took place when Curitiba, 
| Parana, surpassed Niter6oi, State 
of Rio de Janeiro, and Sao Luis, 
State of Maranhao, went ahead 
of Maceid, State of Alagoas.

Background 


For those who do not know this 
area of Brazil—the Nordeste—it 
should be added that it is subject 
to periodic droughts which ad- 
versely affect the economy of the 
region. The area involved com- 
prises either partly or wholly the 
eight Brazilian states of Piaui, 


Ceara, Rio Grande do Norte, 
Paraiba, Pernambuco, Alagédas, 


Sergipe and Bahia. It embraces 
944,561 square kilometers’ or 
about ten per cent of the surface 
of the country. 

The inhabitants of the “poly- 
gon of the droughts,” as the area 
is known, have been plagued with 
this phenomenon since their set- 
tlement of the territory. The Bra- 
zilian Constitution itself recog- 
nizes the difficulty and provides 
for monetary relief. The coming 
of the Paulo Afonso hydroelectric 
project is the greatest single im- 
provement to come to the region 
in history. 

President’s Statement 

Last year, in speaking of the 
Northeast, President Kubitschek 
declared: “I reaffirm my idea of 
transforming this central region 
of the Northeast into another 
State of Sao Paulo. There is 
nothing arbitrary or fantastic in 
my joining the two. I have done 
it keeping in mind the industrial 
capacity of the Northeast as a 
result of the new factor which 
has come into this area, namely 
the Paulo Afonso hydroelectric 
project. 

“IT am spurring private enter- 
prise to locate in the area of the 
Paulo Afonso.” 

Recent Conference 

During the month of July, Presi- 
dent Kubitschek invited the gov- 
ernors of the States of Ceara, 
Pernambuco and Espirito Santo 
to confer with him on such matters 
as public health, industrial pro- 
duction, dams, electrical energy 
and roads.

Grace President Asks More 
Latin-American Investment 
For Business Success 








Mr. J. Peter Grace, President 
of W. R. Grace and Company, 
whose firm has been active in 
Brazil for more than half a cen- 
tury, has once again urged his 
fellow North American _indus- 
trialists to include Latin America 
in their investments plans.

New Promotion Might Stress 
The Commercial Purposes 


Of Common Table Nut 





The cashew is a delightful nut 
which North American hostesses 
invariably include among the 
tidbits which they serve their 
guests either with or without 
beverages. Few who eat them 
know that these bland morsels 
come from one of Nature’s most 
versatile fruits. 

The castanha de caju, as the 
cashew is known in Portuguese, 
comes from the cajueiro, or cash- 
ew tree, a native of the Ameri- 
can tropics. The scientific name 
of the tree is anacardium 
dentale, of the natural order of 
anacardiaceae, that is the sumac 
whose fruit is like a bird’s heart. 

The Kernel 

Actually, the fruit is kidney 
shaped, about an inch in length, 
and the kernel is enclosed in two 
coverings, the outer of which is 
smooth, grey and as tough as 
leather. Inside this external rind 
is a dark-colored layer containing 
a very acrid juice. 

The kernels, which are so popu- 
lar with North Americans and 
others, are usually served roasted 
but are also eaten raw in Ceara, 
where they are grown, by the 
natives who have cultivated a 
taste for raw cashews. Their 
light colored, sweet-tasting oil 
rivals olive oil as a shortening 
in cooking.

Large Part Edible 

The stalk of the fruit is swol- 
len, fleshly and shaped like a 
pear. It has a pleasant acid taste 
and is eaten under the name of 
“cashew apple.” When fermented 
it yields an alcoholic beverage 
from which a spirit for drinking 
is distilled. The stem of the tree 
yields a gum quite like the gum 
arabic of commerce.

Spear- 
heading this drive is a member of Brazil’s Chamber of Deputies, Con- 
gressman Ernesto Gurgel Valente, who is reported as saying: “If 
the carnauba wax tree has been the tree of life for Ceara, then the 


cashew tree is destined to play the

bounty of five cruzeiros is being offered for each tree planted in a 
grove of over one hundred. Seeds are being furnished by the Govern- 


ment.

Planting Encouraged 

He has already seen to it that 
a bill has been put into the hop- 
per of the State of Ceara’s Legis- | 
lative Assembly authorizing the 
state government to promote the 
planting of a million cashew trees | 
through the facilities of the Sec-| 
retary of Agriculture and the De- 
partment of Economic Expansion. | 

In order to stimulate the plant-| 
ing of cashew trees, the project | 
calls for a bounty of Cr$5 for| 
each tree planted since last Janu- 
ary first, to be paid to whoever 
plants a minimum of one hun- 
dred trees. The bounty is to be 
paid when the trees are two years 
old. The Deputy sees an assured 
return on the trees in view of 
the nature of this tropical fruit 
and its nut. 

Interesting Importers 

These one million cashew trees, 
together with those already pro- 
ducing, may be of interest to 
importers in the United States. 
In addition to the cashew nut, 
the fruit, already described as 
the “cashew apple,” may also be 
of interest. Modern refrigeration 
transport and a very cosmopoli- 
tan North American taste may 
provide a_ successful promotion 
here.

Chemically, new uses may be 
found for the oil of the cashew 


‘nut. It has a density of 0.918. Its 
| saponification number is 170-195; 


its iodine number is 60-89. Acidity 
is 2.2-8. 

Last year Brazil sold only 
US$24,000 worth of cashew nuts 
to the United States. According 
to one report, Brazil has not been 
an energetic exporter of the nut 
use at 
home of cashew nut oil. The coun- 
try now would like to get more of 
the total United States import 
market which came to US$24,000,- 
000 in 1956. 


Commercial Uses 
In addition to table nuts, cash- 
ews are also imported for what 
is known commercially as cashew 
nut shell liquid. This fine light 
oil is used in the manufacture of 
paints and lubricating material 
for plane engines. For this pur- 
pose the cashew is imported with 
its covering intact, for it is the 
shell as described above which 

yields the important oil.

Two Brazilian Firms 

The international firm of Roth- 
schild as part of its commercial] 
activities now controls two firms 
in the nation. These are Brasi- 
mex Importagao e Exportacao 
3.A. and Cicor Companhia Inter- 
nacional de Comércio e Repre- 
sentacgdes S.A., both based in Rio 
de Janeiro. 

These firms have underwritten 
the whole common stock increase 
of Promeca — Produtos Meca- 
nicos do Brasil S.A., a heavy in- 
dustry and industrial machinery 
firm with its plant at Jundiai, 
State of Sao Paulo. Promeca now 
operates with a total capital of 
Cr$90,000,000. 

For the purposes of managing 
all the investments of the Roth- 
schild Group in Brazil, a holding 
company is being formed. Its 
home office will be in Sao Paulo. 

Siemens do Brasil 

Another large firm, which a 
short while ago received the first 
loan to be made by the newly 
formed International Finance 
Corporation, Siemens do Brasil, 
has announced in Brazil that its 
new plant facilities will be in op- 
eration within three years, when 
the Company expects to furnish 
from twenty to forty per cent of 
the heavy electric equipment re- 
quired by Brazil’s expanding pow- 
er industry.

The dam at Furnas is to be one 
hundred meters high and five hun- 
dred meters long at the crest, 
forming a reserve of water re- 
ported to be four or five times 
the volume of Guanabara Bay.

Trés Marias 

The Trés Marias project is as 
large as Furnas, but differs from 
it in nature. In a recent paper on 
world resources, Lord Boyd-Orr, 
Director-General of the 
United Nations’ Food and Agri- 
culture Organization, remarked 
that “soil erosion can be stopped 
ind much of the lost land recondi- 
tioned by reafforestation and 
water-control projects to trans- 
form the destructive power of 
foods into electricity and use the 
water for irrigation. These long- 
range projects are being carried 
out in the United States, Russia, 
China and other countries.” Trés 
Marias is to be Brazil’s version. 

Situated some distance north 
of Belo Horizonte, the Trés 
Marias project is on a spot about 
one hundred kilometers overland 
from Corinto, State of Minas 
Gerais, on the Central do Brasil 
Railway. Work began on Septem- 
yer 15 of last year in the presence 
of President Juscelino Kubitschek. 
In February, 1957, it was an- 
nounced that a group of United 
3tates firms had contracted to de- 
liver the dam finished by the end 
of 1960. 


former 


Costs Cited 

In the same month the Sao 
Francisco Valley Commission was 
authorized to contract with the 
National Bank for Economic De- 
velopment for a credit sufficient 
to ensure the financing necessary 
to complete this work by 1960. 
Costs are reported to be some- 
where between Cr$3,600,000,000 
ind Cr$4,500,000,000 plus another 
Cr$4,000,000,000 for the power 
station. 

The Trés Marias dam, sixty- 
four meters high and 2,600 meters 
across at the crest, is expected 
to be the fifth largest in the world. 
The area to be flooded, approxi- 
mately 1,200 square kilometers, is 
about the size of the Federal Dis- 
trict. Little hardship will be im 
volved since the countryside is 
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sparsely populated, having a few 
eattle ranches. The volume of 
water to be stored is similar to 
that at Furnas, 22,000,000,000 
cubic meters, or four or five times 
the amount in Guanabara Bay, in 
a backwater of 150 kilometers. 


Minas Gerais 

The power station is to be 
operated by CEMIG, a company 
owned by the State of Minas 
Gerais and is said will be capable 
of 180,000kw initially. Its capa- 
bility will rise to 480,000kw by 
the end of 1969 and will be set 
up so that later expansion can 
double the output. 

Navigation 

These hydroelectric develop- 
ments are secondary in the full 
plan which is to make the river 
navigable for nearly one thou- 
sand miles between Pirapora, 
State of Minas Gerais, and Joa- 
zeiro, State of Bahia, and so to 
control the flow that the power 
station at Paulo Afonso can be 
raised in potential from 540,000kw 
to 900,000kw. 

During the dry season now the 
river level drops to between forty 
and sixty centimeters. When the 
dam is finished there will be a 
navigable depth of one and one- 
half meters, and it will be possi- 
ble to irrigate wide marginal re- 
gions of Minas Gerais and Bahia 
as well as to supply low-cost power 
to many localities.

The Paulo Afonso project ac- 
tually put its generators into 
operation and began _ sending 
power over its two _ principal 
transmission lines in January 
1955, but the Companhia Hidro 
Elétrica do Sao Francisco, 
CHESF, was created in 1945 and 
went into action in 1948. A loan of 
US$15,000,000 was obtained from 
the International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development in 
1950, at three and one-quarter 
per cent interest plus one per 
cent commission and amortization 
over twenty-one years starting 
September 1954, by which time it 
was expected that the first two 
generators would be in operation. 

Delays, however, were unavoid- 
able, and the two generators of 
60,000kw each were inaugurated 
in 1955. In that year, too, CHESF

Lavras Diamantinas Area 
To Be Improved Shortly 
By Mixed-Type Dam 





There are innumerable places 
in Brazil which can be used a; 
locations for industry seeking to 
establish itself in the country. 
From time to time the Prazilian 
Bulletin publishes a resumé of 
the attraction of a single locality, 

The area around Lavras Dia- 
mantinas in the interior of the 
State of Bahia, is to be consider- 
ably improved. The new dam of 
the Rio Santo Ant6nio, a branch 
of the Rio Paraguacu, will be si- 
tuated at Fertem, where there is 
now a reinforced concrete bridge 
on the road to Andarai. 


Size of Dam 

The dam will be twenty-five 
meters high and 450 meters long. 
It will be of the mixed type, that 
is, over a stone base there will 
be spread a thick layer of water- 
proof concrete. 

Dam capacity will be 848,099,- 
000 cubic meters of water, form- 
ing a huge lake which will baci 
up to the Rio Utinga. During the 
dry season it will feed the Rio 
Paraguacu a minimum of 24 cubic 
meters of water a second. When 
available, the turbines for which 
space has been allotted can be 
installed in Bananeiras. 

Kw Increase 

This will mean eventually an 
increase in the electric potential 
available for Salvador, capital of 
the State of Bahia, as well as for 
the Recéncavo Baiano. Important, 
too, is the news that the dam will 
end the flooding of Cachoeira and 
Sao Félix, towns which are vic- 
tims of the cresting Rio Para- 
guacu. 

Another benefit which the new 
dam will bring to the area is that 
it will make the Rio Paraguag¢u 
navigable above Bananeiras. An 
improvement in the climate is also 
looked for since the moisture will 
make for a more amenable hv-
